arriving in Nebraska 1 fell in with 
another man, and wo traveled together 
under asiamod names; we did not do 
much of anyt1 ing. I did very little 
work while in Nebraska. I had some 
money when I went West, and pot marc; 
I did not work for it, but got it in dif- 
ferent ways. After traveling with my 
partner for a while, we had a difficulty, 
ind he diaappeared near Sand Hill. 
The oiranmitanoes that led to his disap- 
pearance wai a cartridge from a revol- 
ver I carried. I shot tho man; 1 did 
not bury him. There was no serious 
trouble between us. I then roamed 
about the State until October, when I 
ran aeron Mm. Mary L. Harrelson near 
Kearney, in Buffalo county, whose hus- 
band had broken jail and run away. The 
last of October or the first of Novem- 
ber, I gave out that she had gone to 
meet her husband, and had sold me all 
of her properly. 
Her dead body, nnd 


the bodies of her three children, were 
found under a hay-stack. I put them 
there after I had killed them, and being 
afraid suspicion would rest on me after 
they were found, I ran away and went 
to Kearney county, where I got work 
on a farm belonging to Peter Anderson, 
who was quite well off.

Tho Ander- 
son affair occurred in tho early part of 
thia month, and I left soon after.

started from 
Kearney county two 


weeks 
ago 
Monday, and 
stopped 


from Tuesday until Friday in Hastings, 
Neb., then came here on the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy Railroad, arriv- 
ing at 6 o'clock Saturday evening, and 
got shaved at the CliftonJHousc. 1 had 
ado whiskers when I got here, and had 
them cut off, and left at 9:45 tho same 
evening for Wheeling, W, Vo., whore I 
staid over Sunday and then went up to 
Mount Pleasant, where I was arrested 
by two citizens who know me. 
I had 


expected lynching when I got hack to 
Kearney, hut the officers say I will get 
a fuir trial. However, it is immaterial 
to me how the matter ends. 
I hnvc 


committed the crimes, and will take my 
punishment like a man, let it nnuc in 
whatever way it may. 


Being questioned further, he refused
